Hardin 
has been arrested and committed for trial.

Commerce, on board the frigate, dated off Mytelene, 
14th August last.

cidentally joined at the anchorage at Vourla, where 
they lay in company ten or twelve days, maintain- 
ing a cordiality of intercoureo and ‘feelings of old 
fellowship,” highly agreeable to both parties; and 
it was finally agreed the; should go to sea together. 
Early in the morning, the several vessels got in mo- 
tion, and under easy sail toward the principal chan- 
nel, in the direction of Smyrna, and by six o’clock 
had gained the open gulf, and the sail of the day 
commenced—the United States, with the exception 
of the Canopus, being the most leeward of all the 
vessels. 

‘* For the first two or three hours, (says the cor- 
respondent,) the wind was light; but, with the ad- 
vance of day it increased to a fresh breeze, and, by 
noon, had become just sufficiently strong to give full 
interest to the scene. 

“It soon became manifest, that we had nothing to 
fear, in the result of the trial. Each successive tack 
we made brought us to the windward of one and 
another and another of our friends. By breakfast, 
besides leaving the ‘ Canopus’ and ‘ Edinburgh’ be. 
hind, we had weathered the flag ship; before noon, 
the ‘ Talavera,’ the ‘ Endymion,’ snd the ‘ Thunder. 
er,’ were also to the leeward of us; and on sitting 
down to dinner, at two o’clock, at a moment, when, 
for the first time during the day, I believe, we were 
all standing on the same tack, the nearest ship of 
the fleet was more than three miles astern of us— 
speaking much for the ‘United States,’ as a sailer, 
thus to have gained the advantage of a whole fleet, 
especially when, in the number of its ships was in- 
cluded the ‘ Endymion,’ acknowledged to be the fast- 
est frigate in the English service, and the ‘ Thander- 
er, ‘the last grand effort,’as Captain Wise himself 
describes her, ‘of British Naval Architecture.’ 

‘ Supposing the contest now at an end, we clewed 
down our topgallant sails, and, taking a reef in the 
topsails, were standing far to the northern side of 
the Gulf, when it was perceived that the wind, on 
the opposite sije drawing along the shore, was ena- 
bling the Talavera, the Thunderer, and the Endy.
